Earth First! Tenets 

Earth First! has no formal membership or mission statement. It is a 
movement of individuals and affinity groups who take actions based 
on the simple motto "No Compromise in Defense of the Earth!" 




There are a few tenets commonly associated with EF!: 

-B/ocentrisro; The belief that all things on the earth are equal and 
have inherent value in and of themselves regardless of their value to 
humans; that human boundaries and borders are irrelevant to defining 
healthy ecosystems or bioregions. 

-Deep Ecology: The praxis of biocentrism, or thinking and living in a 
way that reflects our biocentric beliefs. There is a collection of 
thinkers, writers and poets who have expounded on this tenet 

-No Compromise: Unwillingness to cooperate in the attack of the 
earth. Too much has been destroyed to make any deals or 
negotiations with our enemies. We want to protect all that's left of 
the wild earth and heal what's been destroyed. And we will fight for 
it, as we would fight for any of our friends and family under attack. 

-Direct Action: Direct Action is cutting out the middle man (whether 
corporate boss, or NGO leader) and acting for ourselves. Our words 
in the above tenets are nothing without our actions.
